Ford’s China Trip 
Off To Good Start 


PEKING (UPI) - China’s 
top 
political 
leaders 
gave 
President Ford a warm di­ 
plomatic welcome today and 
then warned him bluntly that 
China fears the Soviets are 
pushing the world toward war, 
de pite “rhetoric about deten­ 
te.” 
“There 
is 
great 
disorder 
under Heaven,” acing Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping told Ford in 
grimly worded banquet toast 
that 
ripped 
into 
U.S.-Soviet 
detente only hours after Ford’s 
arrival for a four-day visit. 
Ford in his toast said the 
China and the United States 
should work to make sure the 
world is not dominated “by 
military force or pressure.” 
But he said the course each 
country would take should be 
determined by “our policy and 
method 
according 
to 
our 
differing position in the world 
and our perspectives of our 
national interest." 
Teng said U.S.-Chinese rela­ 
tions could “realize normaliza­ 
tion” so long as both nations 
followed the principles estab­ 
lished 
three 
years 
ago 
by 
Chairman Mao Tse-Tung and 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
but 
he 
made 
that 
point 
secondary to a gloomy assess­ 
ment of prospects for war and 
world revolution.

Volcano Eruptions 
Stir Hawaiian Isles 


HILO, Hawaii (UPI) — The 
500-foot Kilauea volcano, trig­ 
gered into dazzling eruptions by 
Hawaii’s mightiest earthquake 
in more than a century, was 
simmering down today without 
any 
spurts 
of 
lava. 
But 
aftershocks were still shaking 
the big island. 
Two persons, including a Boy 
Scout leader, died 
Saturday 
when a 25-foot wave stirred up 
by the quake churned over a 
beach 
campsite 
near 
the 
volcano. More than 50 persons 
were 
injured 
— 
many 
the 
victims of crashing waves. 
Officials said the quake itself 
caused $2 million in damage to 
homes and businesses. 
Dr. Jack Lockwood, a geolo­ 
gist at the Volcanoes National 
Park Observatory, said there 
were many aftershocks and the 
volcano itself was “still 'erup 
ting” but there were no signs of 
lava on the surface. 
Lockwood said the volcano 
was draining itself through the 
southwest rift zone. Seismolo 
gist Peter Lipman said Kilauea 
was still very unstable. 
The big island was hit first 
by a 5.3 Richter quake shortly 
after 
midnight. 
Then, , just 
before dawn, the 7.3 Richter 
tremor rocked the island for IO 
minutes. A tidal wave alert was 
broadcast. 


Dr. Robert Tilling, in charge 
of the observatory, said Sun­ 
d a y ’s 250-foot lav a eruptions 
sounded like “jet roars.”

Paul 
Swisher, who was in his Hilo 
hotel room when both quakes 
occurred, said he had never 
experienced a trem or before 
but “there was no doubt yi my 
mind what the second one was 
all about.” 
Boy Scout Timothy Twigg- 
Smith, 
13, one of some 35 
persons who had been camping 
on Kalape Beach 
11 a miles 
from the epicenter, said: 
“We were all 
sleeping in 
tents ... when the first quake 
woke us up about 3:30, but 
nobody paid much attention, 
and We went back to sleep. 
Then at 4:30 the ground started 
sliding and rolling

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The older two girls apparently 
were not sexually assaulted, but 
their throats were cut. Officers 
said they apparently survived 
other in ju rie s by “ p lay in g 
dead.” One of the older girls 
was able to drag herself to a 
highway where she stopped a 
motorist who then called the 
police. 
It was noted by Sgt. Baker 
that the charge filed in Marion 
County w ill serve to 
hold 
Williams after the Shelby Couny 
case has been disposed of and 
while the investigation into the 
slashing attacks continue. 
Rush County Sheriff M arvin 
Hedrick stated Monday 
that 
three days prior to the attack on 
the three girls, Williams had 
been released from the local jail 
where he had served 60 days on 
a charge of possession of stolen 
property. 
He had been arrested for the 
possession of a lawn m ower 
reportedly 
stolen from 
K- 
Mart in Shelbyville, and was 
taken to Rushville City Court 
where he pled guilty to the 
charge and received the jail 
sentence 


Sheriff Hedrick also stated 
that W illiams has a previous 
arrest record of assault and 
theft charges. 
The kidnapping charges were 
expected to be filed som etim e 
Monday.

With im ports growing and 
hopes for spectacular growth in 
domestic production lim ited, a 
federal energy panel m ade up 
of representatives from 
the 
highest councils of the adm inis­ 
tration recommended new gas 
taxes. 
The panel coupled its recom ­ 
mendation Sunday with a call 
for a $50 annual tax rebate to 
ease the burden on the lower 
income fam ilies that the panel 
said consumed less fuel any­ 
way. 
Democratic-Ied Congress has 
resisted conservation through 
taxation and left out a tax hike 
in an energy policy bill pending 
in the Senate. 
Backers said the tax plan 
could save 190,000 barrels of 
gasoline daily in the first year 


and 530,000 barrels daily after a 
decade. 


The report apparently called 
for a IO cents tax in addition to 
current levels of federal taxes 
on motor fuel since no mention 
was m ade of current taxes.

Toy Safety 


Now, probably more than any other time of the 
year, parents are becoming just as interested in toys 
as their children. With Christm as fast approaching 
parents are faced with a wide num ber of decisions 
when purchasing toys as gifts. 
Tt u/ac raopntlv announced that the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission would not publish a list of 
potentially dangerous toys this year. 
Officials of the commission said the list was not 
needed this year since toys on the m arket are now 
safer than ever. 
While great strides may have been made in the past 
few years to improve toys, parents should know what 
to look for when purchasing tovs so the happiness of 
Christm as morning is not later m arred by a senseless 
injury sustained while playing with one of the games, 
dolls or other playthings. 
While the list of dangerous toys has not been 
published this year, the Consumer Information 
Center has issued guidelines for purchasing toys that 
are ootn tun and sate. 
F irst of all, look for labels that give age recom ­ 
mendations such as “Not recommended for children 
under three.” Toys that are safe for older children 
m ay be hazardous for sm aller ones. Another im­ 
portant tag to watch for when buying for infants is one 
showing the product is non-toxic. 
Another tip is to watch for toys that produce ex­ 
trem ely loud noises that can dam age hearing, and for 
objects that can fly off the toy and injure eyes. 
Small parts that can be easily removed are no 
problem to inhale or swallow and should be guarded 
against. 
Toy buyers should watch for toy rattles with rigid 
wires, sharp points or loose sm all objects that could 
become exposed. 
Ribbons and other parts on dolls and stuffed 
anim als could be attached with pins, staples and 
wires that can cut, and should be watched for. 
E xperts also warn against children playing with 
propelled objects such as adult lawn darts or other 
sharp-pointed sports equipment. 
E hx*ric toys 
with heating elements are not 
recommended for children under 8 years old. 
In any case, proper adult supervision of play is 
given as a way to help protect children from injury. 
It is easy to get carried away with the variety of 
children’s toys available when shopping for Christ­ 
m as gifts. While shopping for just the right toy for 
those special children on the gift list, be sure to keep 
safety in mind.

Ask Doctor About Flu Shots 


Is a flu epidemic expected 
this winter in the United States? 
Should we take the injections 
this year? 
Mrs. J.R..IU. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
Public Health officials have 
not issued any warnings that 
might indicate a particularly 
severe flu year. 
Epidemiologists are adept at 
anticipating the spread of the 
flu. No new virus strains have 
been 
uncovered 
and 
in­ 
corporated into this year’s flu 
vaccine. 
This, of course, is heartening 
news, but should not cause 
carelessness in those who 
should be inoculated. The 
decision always must depend on 
your doctor's evaluation of your 
health status. 
In general, the elderly, the 
infirm and those who have been 
chronically 
ill should 
be 
inoculated against influenza. 
Many people will tell their 
doctors that they would rather 
not have the vaccine because 
when they were previously 
injected they developed the flu. 
'Riis is usually a distortion of 
the truth. 
A person may be allergic or 
highly 
sensitive 
to 
the 
ingredients in the vaccine and 
may therefore have some kind 
of temporary reaction. 
Unless it is a severe one and 
unless the doctor decides 
against another injection, it is 


wise to have this added 
protection.

My friends tell me that 
sniffing cocaine is safer than 
heroin. Is this true? 
Walter H., R. I. 
Dear Walter: 
I am going to give you an 
analogy and I hope you will 
understand it. 
Dynamite and gunpowder can 
both be highly destructive. The 
misuse of either one can create 
such havoc that it doesn’t 
matter much which one is used. 
Cocaine and heroin can cause 
catastrophes to the lives of 
those who are entrapped in their 
use. 
Your friends are dead wrong. 
Their ignorance about cocaine 
and heroin makes them poor 
teachers. 
There is, in America, a new 
wave 
of 
“ sophistication.” 
Cocaine sniffers are increasing 
in numbers, despite the many 
warnings about the dangers of 
this practice. 
A firm rule for young people 
is that they immediately 
separate themselves from a 
group of friends who tamper 
with their lives through the use 
of drugs — any drugs.
